Two Serioag Bailroad Wrecks Occur 
Near Wheeling and One at San- 
ford Station in Missouri. 


WHEELWO, Sept. 12.—Two serious 
wrecks occurred yesterday on the Ben- 
wood extension of the Pan Handle road. 
The Ohio Biver raihroad express, which 
had no notice of a wild freight, which 
had been ordered to take the siding at 
Benwood, was seven minutes ahead of 
time and met the freight on a trestle, 
300 yards from the siding. 
The pass- 
enger train engineer stopped his train, 
but the freight came en and the two 
engines were locked together. 
Five 
freight cars went over the trestle and 
John Haddox, a brakeman, was hurt 
about the legs. Later an engine, assist- 
ing to remove the wreck started to 
return to Wiieeling but 
encountered 
a 
cow 
at 
a 
trestle 
and 
was 
thrown in the train of freight cars on 
the side track and blocked the road by 
tearing up the treptling. The two wrecks 
are two miles apart and no engine is be- 
tween. 


ST. JOSEPH. MO., Sept. 12—An at- 
tempt was made yesterdaid to wreck the 
south-bound passenger train en the Chi- 
cago, Kansas and Nebraska road at San- 
ford, a station six miles out of Topeka, 
Kansas. As the engineer was coming 
around a curve at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour he saw the switch was 
open. He put on his brakes, reversed 
the engine and called to his fireiben to 
follow him and jumped from the cab. 


The engine ran into some empty cars 
that were standing on the track, and 
while smashing them, was itself com- 
pletely wrecked. 
The baggage and 
mail cars were ruined, and, with the 
coaches, were thrown from the track. 
Fortunately, no lives were lost, and no 
passengers were injured. 
An examina- 
tion of the open switch showed that it 
had been broken and tamed with the 
intention of wrecking the train. 


.AN ENGINEER BSCLIIBD. 


SPBINGFIELD, 
Ohio, 
Sept. 12.—A 
frightful accident occurred on the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio railroad 
at Peoria, Ohio, this morning, at 4 
o'clock. 
The Atlantic 
express, east 
bound, while running forty miles an 
hour, collided with a locomotive stand- 
ing on the track at Peoria. 
Norman 
Gregg, of the passenger tiaia, was in- 
stantiy killed, and his fireman, whose 
name has not been learned, haa both 
arms broken. John Haley, the engi- 
neer of the single locomotive, was fatal- 
ly injured. 
Both engines were com- 
plete wrecks, and the track torn up 
some distance. So far as learned, no 
passengers were injured. 


LUTHMN~COUNCIL. 


The Proceedinffs of the General Council 
of the Lutheran Church in Ses- 
sion at Qreeuville. 


GREENVILLE, Pa., Sept. 12.—In the 
Lutheran general council the hymn- 
book committee decided to retain the 
present form of evening services in the 
edition about to be issued, and will also 
contain a new vesper service. A. B. 
Lltja, of the Swedish emigrant mission, 
reported a large increase in the Swedish 
immigration during the past year. Last 
year 40,309 persons were instructed and 
cared for, and for the first six months of 
this year 30 000 have been received. 
Nearly all were strong and healthy 
working people. 
Immigrants, 
as a 
rule, have settled in the west and north 
west, where they soon become well-to-do 
and respectable citizens. 


Oovernment Offi^^ials in Trouble. 
NEW YOKK, Sept. 12.—There was 
considerable excitement among the cus- 
tom house people Saturday over the 
charges against Inspectors Van Schaack 
and Pullman, who have been discharged 
on account of their alleged connivance 
with the smuggling schemes of A. J. 
Simendenger. 
Surveyor Beattie said 
to-day that he was prosecuting the In- 
vestigation thoroughly. 
He could not 
at present make public the full informa- 
tion in his possession, or tell whether he 
had found tbat others were implicated. 
Van Schaak and Pullman are old repub- 
lican inspectors, and the former has 
been in the government service for near- 
ly twenty years. 


Gone Raving Crazy. 
JoLiEt, 111., Sept, 12.—The noted 
cataleptic, Mrs. John Hebert, who haa 
for ten months been in a cataleptic state 
at St. Joseph's hospital, and whose case 
has attracted the attention and baMed 
the skill of the medical world, was yester- 
day committed to the Hospital for Insane 
at Kankakee.

She Puts Two BuUets Into the Forehead 
of Her Lover and He I^es at 
Death's Door. 


OINOINNATI, Sept. 12.—John 0. Har- 
ris, a handsome and traveled you'ig 
man, twenty years old, was shot twice 
in the forehead at a hotel in Cambridge, 
O., on Saturday morning, by a young 
lady named Miss Lou Harrison, of West 
Virginia, the daughter of a prominent 
lumber dealer, to whom, she claims he 
was engaged. The cause of the shoot- 
ing was that Harris was engaged to an- 
other young lady, named Miss Nellie 
Geiger, the accomplished and beautiful 
daughter of Col. Fred Geiger, of Lan- 
caster, who is prominently connected 
with the Adams Express company, and 
is well known to all the express and rail- 
road men throughout the west. 
The 
fact that Miss Geiger was soon to be- 
come Mrs. Harris undoubtedly led the 
diysteriouB woman in the case to fire the 
two pistol balls into the brain of young 
Harrison. 


The email calibre of the pistol alone 
saved Harris from instant death. 
Both 
balls are deeply imbedded in the skull, 
and have not yet been removed. 
Dr. 
Downey regards Harris' condition as ex- 
tremely dangerous, but says that the 
woundis are not necessarily fatal, as it is 
possible they did not 
penetrate the 
^rain, 


LANOASTBB, Ohio, Sept., 12.—The 
parents of Miss Geiger, who was men- 
tioned by J. O. Harris, who was found 
with two pistol balls in his forehead at 
Cambridge on Saturday morning as his 
fiancee, deny that any such relation ex- 
isted. They say that Harris and Miss 
Geiger have been acquainted but a short 
time, but admit that the girl did see 
him at Cambridge. They deny that 
Miss Morrison was at Miss Geiger's 
home. It is now thought that Harris 
story was a pure fiction and that he at- 
tempted to take his own life on ac- 
count of some trouble with Miss Mor- 
rison.

In an address, 
Mr. O'Brien said he never went on a 
journey which promised better for the 
cause oi Ireland than this one. The 
government might close his lips, but 
there was a spirit left in Ireland to-day 
that all the bayonets at their command 
could not silence. 


The mayor, members of the munici- 
pality and many prominent citizens met 
Mr. O'Brien at the Cork depot. Two 
hundred policemen and a strong force of 
military escorted Mr. O'Brien to the 
court house, where a formal charge was 
made against him and he was remanded 
to jail.

The mayor complained to Mag- 
istrate Gardiner of the presence of the 
military and police, which he says were 
not needed and were calculated to irri- 
tate the populace.

PKOF. DODGE, the statistician of the 
Bureau of Agriculture at Washington, 
has supplied figures which place the 
value of our leading farm products at 
$4,014,600,000 annually. 
According to 
Prof. Dodge, corn is the crop of chief 
value, estimated at $627,000,000. Wheat 
comes next, $440,000,000. 
Dairy prod- 
ucts come third, $370,000,000. 
Hay 
stands fourth, $360,000,000. 
Then fol- 
low beef, pork, cotton, jxoultry, and so 
on. 
It will be seen that cotton is far 
from being "king," as it stands seventh 
in the list. 
Its value is not much more 
than one-third that of Indian corn; it 
is $120,000,000 below that of dairy 
products, and only $50,000,0r)0 greater 
than that of poultry products. 
It is, 
however, the most important single 
article of export. 
It is to bo observed 
that in getting the total some things 
are counted in part twice. 
The corn 
and hay go to make most of the value 
of beef, pork, and poultry. 
Horses 
and 
mules 
are 
not 
mentioned 
among 
the 
animal 
products, 
for 
the reason, probably, that the yearly 
increment cannot be very easily esti- 
mated. 
If their value were included, 
it would be proper to deduct a large 
part of the value of tbe oata 
Making 
allowance for articles counted twice, 
the estimate of the total is reduced to 
about $3,250,000,000. 
Considering that 
nearly half of the people of the coun- 
try are engaged in agriculture, stock- 
raising, etc., this is a small total, oufe of 
an entire annual production 'in all 
brandies of industry estimated at $10,- 
000,000,000. 


THE Vanderbilt University, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., announces a new departure 
that other colleges of the country 
would do well to follow. 
The Dean of 
the engineering department, Mr. Lan- 
dreth, has issued circulars announcing 
that a class in highway construction is 
to be opened free of charge to one 
princijoal or deputy highway commiss- 
ioner or other official from each county, 
the beneficiary to be appointed by the 
County Judge. 
The course of instruc- 
tion will extend from February 1 to 
April 1 and will consist of lectures and 
work on the economical location of 
highways to conform to conditions of 
topography and traffic, principles of 
construction of new and reconstruction 
of old roads, methods of drainage, 
simple highway structures, 
retaining 
walls, culverts, 
simple bridges; also 
practice in field sketching, platting, 
draughting, and computing estimates of 
cost. 
Tuition in manual technology at 
the Vanderbilt is free to all students; 
and now the opening of the class in 
road engineering to 
public officials 
charged with oversight of the highways 
is a step that is Ittghly to be com- 
mended. 
The o&er is not restricted to 
State lines, but limited only by the 
capacity of the institution. 
The ques- 
tion of improved public roads is one of 
tlie most important in the entire realm 
of public economy. 
Eoad making is a 
science; and though not abstruse, yet 
some measure of study and practical 
training are essential to the thorough 
comprehension of the principles of con- 
struction that have been found by ex- 
perience to be most economical and 
•erviceable.

k Carious Study of Temper. 


Mr. Francis Galton has been «fleet- 
ing statistics regarding temper. He 
has received what he believes to be ac- 
curate descriptions of 1,981 persons. 
These reports, given, of course, under 
the pledge of secrecy, he has classified, 
tabulated, and published. 
The result 
is a very striking picture of English 
social life. 


Mr. Galton finds that out of 1,981 
specimens who have been the uncon- 
scious subject of vivisection more than 
one half—52 per cent.—are reported as 
bad-tempered. 
The number of ad- 
jectives used in describing the various 
farmskof disagreeableness speaks vol- 
uiftes for the amplitude of the lan- 
guage, and libraries for the amplitude 
of our vexing eccentricities. 
They are 
as follows: "Acrimonious, aggressive, 
arbitrary, bickering, capricious, cap- 
tious, choleric, contentious, crotchety, 
decisive, despotic, domineering, easily 
ofi'ended, fiery fits of anger, gloomy, 
grumpy, 
harsh, 
hasty, headstrong, 
huffy, impatient, imperative, impetu- 
ous, insane temper, irritable, morose, 
nagging, obstinate, 
odd - tempered, 
passionate, peevish, peppery, proud, 
pugnacious, 
quarrelsome, quick-teia^ 
pered, scolding, sharp, short, sulky, 
sullen, surly, uncertain, vicious, vin- 
dictive." Fortj-six in all, and hardly 
any of them indicating a mild form of 
unamiability! 
This is certainly too 
bad, and one is tempted to throw the 
entire evidence out of court. It will 
surely seein to most of us that the great 
majority of our own acquaintances have 
reasonably good tempers; and when 
Mr. Francis Galton, author, metaphysi- 
cian, and Fellow of the Royal Society, 
says tliat 52 per cent, of people are 
bad-tempered, we are inclined to an- 
swer that one of two things is true: 
either ]\fr. Gallon's co-operators have 
used the word good-tempered to mean 
possessing a temper better than the 
average, or »else that the persons who 
engage in this work of criticizing their 
relatives and friends were naturally 
the i)eoi:>le least likely to pass favorably 
judgment. 


])ut Mr. Gallon's next point is more 
interesting. 
He classiJies his subjects 
according to sex, and obtains the re- 
sult that Avomen are better tempered 
than men. 
Of the women reported to 
him only 45 per cent, seemed to their 
relatives and friends to display bad 
tempers. 
This makes the difference in 
their fa^ or about 10 per cent. 
Unfor- 
tunately, however, we are not informed 
whether I\Ir. 
Gallon's co-operators 
were mainly women or men. In case a 
fair share of them were women the 
judgment rendered is certainly ft curi- 
ous one. 


But the question of sex is of much 
less interest •t han that of heredity, and 
here Mr. Gallon's statistics have a pos- 
itive vahie. 
They are summed up as 
to results in the following paragraph: 
"Do good-temi^ered parents have, on 
the whole, good-tempered children, and 
do bad-tempered parent have bad- 
tempered ones V I have 43 cases where 
both parents are recorded as good-tem- 
l^ered, and 25 where they were both 
bad-tempered. 
Out of the children of 
the former, 30 per cent, were good- 
tempered and 10 per cent, bad; out of 
the latter, 4 per. cent, were good and 
52 per cent. ba(l-tem]:»ereil." 


The London ¡spectator, in comment- 
ing upon this paragraj-)!!, says that 
tliese figures are more than usually in- 
conclusive. "NVitli this we do not agree. 
Tlie fact that positively goo.d tempers 
are eight times as frequent among the 
children of good-tempered parents than 
among the thildron of bad-tempered 
parents seems to ns to be highly sig- 
nilicant. Nevertheless, t])e figures are 
inconclusive if Mr. Gallon means,as the 
8jie' lator infers, that the good or bad 
tempers are a physical inheritance,and 
tliiit a bad temper is a iinalily born in 
a person, wliicli may be resti'ained bnt 
cannot ])o eradicated. 
Such an opinion 
as this contradicts common observa- 
tion. It is as possible for a bad temper 
to disappear from disuse as for a good 
muscle to disappear from disuse. To 
disbelieve this is to disbelieve in moral 
evolr.tion. 
?>ioral fiber may certainly 
be developed. 
But then the question 
COJHOS, What leads to its development? 
and here we see the significance of Mr. 
Gallon's figures. 
Positively bad-tem- 
pered children are five times as fre- 
quent in 111*' families of bad-tem]>ered 
parents as in the families of good-lem- 
pered parents. 
Cliaracter is as capa- 
ble of inherilaiK-e as physical or ma- 
terial Avealth. II may not be inherited 
at birtlj, any more than the Aveallh is 
inherited at birth. 
But nevertheless it 
does descend. Spontaneous generation 
of loA-e is as impossible as sj^onlaneous 
generation of life. It is only born of 
love, and can only be nourished by 
love. The ])arent who cares for the 
character of hia child may be almost 
certain that that which he himself lays 
up will be inherited, the heir having no 
option whether or not it shall accept 
under the wiW. —Christian Union.

Hoir to Treat Sunstroke. 


A sudden prostration of the nervous 
system resulting from extreme heat is 
cpmmonly called sunstroke. 
It is a 
mistake, however,^ to suppose that ex- 
posure to the sun's rays is necessary to 
produoe the prostration, for workmen 
who are exposed all day to the scorch- 
ing sun do not have sunstroke as often 
as persons of sedentary habits, who 
walk on the shady side of the street. 


The usual symptoms indicating an 
attack of sunstroke are a fnll, heavy 
feeling in the head, dizziness, ringing 
in the ears, deranged vision, faintness, 
and difficult breathing; but sometimes 
the patient falls imconscious without 
any of these symptoms being present, 
and without the lightest warning. In 
severe cases death may ensue in a few 
hours. 
Those who recover from an at- 
tack do so slowly, and continue to be 
greatly prostrated for some time after, 
dizziness and faintness coming on after 
the slightest mental effort, while the 
full, distressed feeling in the head con- 
tinues for months afterward. 


Sunstroke is best avoided by immedi- 
ately ceasing all mental and physical 
effort as soon as the first symtoms of 
prostration are felt and above all by 
avoiding the drinking of ice-water when 
overheated. 
The head should be pro- 
tected by a sunshade, and care taken to 
keep the digestive organs healthy by 
using light food. When an attack oc- 
curs the patient should be removed to 
a cool place and placed in a recumbent 
position, cold water or ice-bags should 
be applied to the head, and mustard 
paste, capsicum, or other stimulants to 
the extremities and over the stomach. 
Hartshorn should be held to the nose, 
and as soon as the patient can swallow, 
an ounce of brandy, with ten drops of 
efisence of ginger, should be swallowed. 
When improvement begins the patient 
should be kept as quiet as possible, and 
all exposure to heat avoided- for the 
balance of the summer.—From Home 
Knowledae.
